The bill to establish a municipal air- 
port at Gravelly Point is now on the 
unanimous consent calendar. When it 
is reached one objection from a mem- 
ber can block action on it. Three suc- 
cessive objections will cause it to go off 
that calendar. 

Should Zihlman so desire, he could 
call the bill up on a District day. It ts 
possible that he may do this, since he 
is known to be strongly in favor of 
seeing it go through at the short ses- 
sion. 

Altogether there are 27 District bills 
pending in the House.

Mail Flier, Blinded by Snow, 
Dies as Plane Falls in Town 


Leo J. McGinn, Carrying Night Cargo From Cleveland to 
Chicago, Killed at Huron, Ohio; Machine and 
Barn Destroyed by Fire. 


Huron, Ohio, Dec. 20 (A.P.).—Leo J. 
McGinn, of Maywood, IIl., pilot of the 
National Air Transport plane carrying 
the night air mail from Cleveland tc 
Chicago, lost his life early tonight when 
his plane fell in the heart of the village 
of Huron in a heavy snowstorm. 

Buffeted about by a 50-mile wind, the 
plane, which McGinn apparently could 
no longer keep aloft, descended with a 
rush through the top of an apple tree 
in the yard of Charles Warnke. Then 
it bounded into a barn on the adjoining 
property of Wright M. Stein, Huron 
undertaker. 

*'McGinn's body was thrown clear of 
the cockpit as the crash came and an 
explosion followed. Flames enveloped 
both the ship and the barn and reduced 
both to a heap of ashes and twisted 
metal. The mail cargo was consumed 
in the flames. 

- The body of the pilot was decapi- 
tated when McGinn was lurched from 
the cockpit. It was taken in charge 
by Stein. 

The late afternoon sky was forebod- 


ing as the pilot hopped off on the 
westward flight. It prophesied such a 


storm as that which struck Ohio about 


a month ago and swept down two mail 


planes and a commercial passenger ship 
with a toll of five lives. 

Near Huron McGinn found the 50- 
mile blast dead against him. He looked 
through the snowy mist for a glimpse 
of the beacon that lights the «*ans- 
continental air route. But the bsacon 
was not visible in the storm. Over the 
western limit of the village he dropped 
a red flare to get his bearings. Then 
he either circled the village with the 
intention of seeking out the nearby 
landing field or headed back east in an 
attempt to reach the Cleveland airport 
port. " 

A short time after the flare lighted 
up the streets of Huton, the roaring 
motor of the plane became more 
audible and the ship whirréd down 
with terrific speed onto the property 
of the Huron undertaker. — 

McGinn was identificd by his pilot’s 
license found in the pocket of his 
fiying coat. 

Chicago, Dec. 20 (A.P.).—Leo J. Mc- 
Ginn, killed today when his plane 
crashed at Huron, Ohio, had been with 
the National Air Transport about 18 
months, officials of that company said 
tonight. Prior to that, he was a Gov- 
ernment air mail pilot for about four 
years. He was about 31 or 32 years 
old, the transport officials said, and 
was known as a capable flier.

Problems for Experts. 


What the total of these bonds will 
be—what difference in value there is 
between having the money now or 30 
or 40 years hence—are problems for the 
experts.

The second possible solution foreseen 
is the division of Germany’s payments 
into two categories: First, annuities 
which would give to England, France,

Reparations Report Filed. 


Berlin, Dec. 20 (A.P.)—Commission- 
ers and trustees of the agent general 
for reparations submitted reports today 
fo. the fourth annuity year indicating 
that all payments due have been met 
promptly by Germany. 

The commissioner of the Reichsbank 
summarizes his review with the remark 
that there have been far-reaching re- 
organization and _ rationalization of 
Germany's industrial system, that the 
standard of living among the poorest 
has risen appreciably, and that in the 
case of the greater part of the working 
classes it has reached or surpassed the 
pre-war level. 

He adds that the large short time 
debt of Germany remains a serious fea- 
ture, but that it is a satisfactory phe- 
nomenon that the position of the 
Reichsbank has strengthened continu- 
ally and that it is today stronger than 
at any time in the last four years. 

The trustee for the German indus- 
trial debentures comments that a high 
level has been reached in the output 
of German industry as shown by the 
reduction in unemployment figures and 
the increased export of finished goods, 
especially iron and steel and machinery, 
of which electrical goods ‘have formed 
a high percentage.

Second Oyster House Trial 
Also Ends in Disagreement 


One of Four Men Held in Raid on Ambassador Hotel 
Is Freed on Directed Verdict, But Others Face 
Another Session at Bar of Justice. 


The second trial of liquor charges 
against four men, growing out of the 
sensational raid on the Ambassador 
Oyster House, 2106 Eighteenth street 
northwest, last August 3, ended at 10 
o’clock last night in Police Court. A 
jury of two women and ten men, after 
8% hours deliberation, was unable to 
render a complete verdict. A third trial 
of three defendants will be necessary. 

Defendants in the trial were William 
Deegan, 29 years old, 
Francis Deegan, 21; Clarence Myers, 25, 
and Burgess Frank Hart, 25. A three- 
charge indictment accused the four 
men with selling liquor to prohibition 
agents on July 27 and with possessinz 
and selling liquor on the night of the 
raid. 

The jury reported a direct verdict of 
not guilty against Hart. Motion for the 
verdict was made by the prosecutor, R 
F. Camlier, who declared there was no 
evidence in the case on which Hart 
might be convicted. The jury also re- 
ported William Deegan and Myers not 


guilty of the charge of selling liquor 
on July 27. 


Testimony showed that the two were 
not in the oyster house when prohi- 
tion agents swore they purch liquor 


his brother,. 


from Francis Deegan. Hopeless dis- 
agreement marked deliberations against 
the three men on the other charges, the 
jurors told Judge Gus A. Schuldt 
Harry Whelan and Denny Hughes were 
defense counsel. 

The first trial of the men was con- 
ducted early in October and resulted 
in a mistrial declaration, when a mem- 
ber of the jury absented himself from 
duty for several days. The juror was 
arrested and sentenced to serve two 
days in jail for contempt of court. 

Marked with accusation of destroy- 
ing private property, assaulting a spec- 
tator and leaving the raided premises 


unguarded and unlocked after the in- 


vasion, the raid on the, oyster house 
was lifted to the heights of a sensation. 

Earl E. Rickert, of 2112 Eighteenth 
street northwest, charged he was 


dragged from a crowd of “booing spec- 
tators” into the establishment and 
beaten. His charges were investigated 
by the district attorney's office. Re- 
fused a warrant for District Prohibition 
Administrator John J. Quinn, whom he 
said assaulted him, Rickert refused to 
accept a warrant authorized for Detec- 
tive William F. Burke, whom he 
charged kicked him. The prosecutor’s 
office absolved the raiders of the other 
charges.

TAKEN 10 JAIL, 
OAVED, DELICE 


Held Over an Hour in Cell, 
Georgetown Hospital 
Fights for Lives. 


FOUND UNCONSCIOUS 
IN TRUCK ON ROAD 


Overcome by Monoxide, They 
Are Arrested as Drunk; 
Doctor Bares Error. 


Concentrating all the devices and 
knowledge of science of the Georgetown 
University Medical School, physicians of 
the Georgetown Hospital last night 
fought valiantly, and with some hope 
of success, to save the lives of two 
men who earlier in the day had spent 
more than an hour in the Falls Church 
Jail on suspicion of being intoxicated. 
The two men, B. L. Cassort, of Wood~ 
lawn, Baltimore County, Md.:, and Lester 
A. Linaburg, of Cedar avenue, Balti- 
more, early yesterday were taken une 
conscious from the gas-filled cab of 
their automobile truck on the Lee 
highway near Falls Church. Then fol- 
lowed their being placed in jail, revee 
lation of their true and dangerous cone 
dition, their being rushed to the hos- 
pital and the fight for their lives. 
When a medical examinaton at the 
jail revealed that the men were not 
suffering from 
severely 


intoxication, but were 
affected monoxide gas 
poisoning, they were hurried to the hos- 
pital.

Oxygen Treatment Fails. 
The rescue squad of the Fire De- 
partment was summoned, as were seye- 
eral physicians on the hospital staff. 
Administration of oxygen was resort- 
ed to, and it was thought that this 
might bring them around. The re 
sults, however, were disappointing, and 
doctors realized that more stringent 
efforts must be resorted to. 
The university’s medical school had 
the mean time, been informed 
of the case and of the struggle which 
was being made to preserve the near- 
by extinct lives. he operating room 
of the hospital was transformed into 
a Clinic and while half a dozen phy- 
Siclans and the rescue squad worked, 
the Students studied. 

When the r:ysicians reaiized the fu- 
tility of further fighting the effects 
of the gas with oxygen they decided 
to resort to blood transfusion. Volun- 
teers were called ior and more than a 
score. of medical students proffered 
théir blood to continue the fight. 

Samples oi the blood of: the patients 
and of the volunteers ‘vere taken and 
compared. On the basis of the blood 
comparison, John M. Farington, 23 
years old, and George Schmidt, 24 
years old, were selected for the aper- 
ation. 

Without flinching the students sat 
while the surgeons drained a pint of 
blood from each and transferred it to 
the men who were believed to be 
dying. Their fellow students continued 
to watch the progress of the fight for 
two lives, instructors of the medical 
school pointing out the important 
points of the struggle as it developed.

After the transfusion operation Far- 
ington and Schmidt were taken out for 
a rest. The physicians then resumed 
the administration of oxygen to Cas- 
sort and Linaburg. 

Prior to the infusion of new blood 
into the veins of the patients, the 
oxygen had had little effect. After the 
operation, however, it was seen that 
the patients gained in strength, and 
the doctors believed that their efforts 
were being rewarded. 

The fight continued tar into the 
night, and at an early hour this morn- 
ing it was believed that there was a 
fair chance that both men might ree 
cover. Nevertheless, many of the stue 
dents kept watch on them through 
the morning hours.

Witnesses Missing. 


$300 “TRIBUTE” IS TOLD 


Chicago, Dec. 20 £(U.P.).—-Direct 
threats and innuendos hinting at death 
enlivened proceedings today in ‘the 
trial of three Italians ‘charged with 
conspiracy in the kidnaping of little 
Billy Ranieri, for whom a ransom of 
$60,000 was demanded. 

Before the State rested its case, it 
was disclosed that veiled threats had 
been sent through the mail to Judge 
Robert E. Gentzel, presiding at the 
trial, and Mike de Vito, one of the 
principal State witnesses. 

The judge revealed he had received 
a note, mailed in the stockyards dis- 
trict, apparently from the same Mafia 
group that had intimidated prosecution 
witnesses and possibly from those re- 
sponsible for the murder of Ole Scully 
and the wounding of five other persons 
in a vicious attack with guns and base- 
ball bats earlier in the week. 

Scully was to have been 4 principal 
witness against the defendants, Angelo 
Petitti, accused of being the leader of 
the extortionists; Andrew Cappellano 
and his son, Tony, in whose farmhouse 
the kidnaped boy was held prisoner. 


De Vite Also Threatencd. 


The note to the Judge, scrawled on 
wrapping paper, in large, crude capital 
letters, stated , 

“Judge—-You ar to late. 
now. Quit our case.” 

Ihe disclosure of this threat, came 
behind the report of a court 
attendant, attributing to Petitti the re- 
marks that “De Vito will be the next to 
die.” 

Assistant State’s Attorney Charles J. 
Mueller also made known that two 
other State witnesses had been threat- 
ened if they gave their testimony. 
Mueller’s revelation came during ar- 
guments in habeas corpus proceedings 
in which Fred Petitti, brother of An- 
gclo, and Frank Calabrese sought to 
obtain release in connection with 
Scully’s murder Judge Gentzel, over 
protests of the defense, deferred action 
On the petitions until Saturday.

of his automobile was caught firmly 
in the right front tire and the right 
front fender was jammed down’ on top 
of the tire,” W. Glenn Noble, registrar 
of titles at the office of the Maryland 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles ex- 
plained. 
Wheel Locked ts Charge. 


“The imprint of the tire upon 
fender is very plain and distinct 
the bumper locked the tire, it Is ap- 
parent after a close investigation of 
Shelsby’s machine. There ts no ques- 
tlon in my mind but the car was 
forced to stop after the accident.” 

The other evidence which the prose- 
cution revealed to show that the ma- 
chine stopped was broyght forth by A. 
Theodore Brady, State’s attorney for 
Anne Arundel County. 

In response to questions from Dr. 
James Billingslea, Mr. Brady asserted 
that there were no signs of blood upon 
the road, while in the places where the 
bodies were found considerable blood 
was apparent, and this would indicate, 
Mr Brady said, that the bodies were re- 
moved from the road almost imme- 
diately.

‘So, it was decided to 
let them stay in fail, since’ their 
counsel would probably not have let 
them testify.”

NEW MARK FOR WOMEN 


New York, Dec. 20 (N.Y.W.N.S.).— 
Taking off by the light of flares this 
morning before daylight, Miss Viola 
Gentry, Roosevelt Field, Long Island, 
aviatrix and former office employe of 
the Roosevelt Field Flying School, was 
forced down by rain early in the after- 
noon after being aloft 8 hours, 6 
minutes and 37 seconds on her proposed 
15-hour endurance flight.

Flight Is Certified. 


Miss Gentry flew a Travelaire biplane 
equipped with a Siemens-Halske rad- 
ical air-cooled motor and reported that 
it performed perfectly. She took off 
at 5:44:23 a. m. and landed at 1:51:00, 
the time being certified to by Harry 
Booth, local representative of the Na- 
tional Aeronautic Association, who 
Placed a baragraph in the plane to make 
the performance official although if 
will not be recognized officially as a 
record of any sort. 

The plane had been named Grace 
Lyon in honor of the woman who owns 
it and placed it at Miss Gentry’s dis- 
posal for the flight. The aviatrix circled 
above Roosevelt Field in the dark, while 
@ ground crew kept the flares burning 
for a possible forced descent. She fin- 
ally dropped a note at 8 o’clock which 
said that all was well and she was

CHURCHES’ MERGER IDRUG RING'S QUEEN 
FORECAST IN REPORT 


Union of Congregational and 
Christian Denominations 
Is Favored. 


New York, Dec, 20 (A.P.).—Complete 
merger of the Congregational and 
Christian denominations was forecast 
in the recommendations of a joint 
committee representing the § two 
churches, announced tonight in a joint 
statement by the Rev. Dr, Frank 
Knight Sanders, of Rockport, Mass., 
and the Rev. Dr. Frank G. Coffin, of 
Columbus, chairmen, respectively, of 
;Congregational and Christian commis- 
sions. 

“A new united national denomina- 
tional organization, the general coun- 
cil of the Congregational-Christian 
churches, will be formed, it is proposed, 
in October, 1929,” the announcement 
said. “The merger, if consummated, 
will be the largest union of distinct 
denominations in the United States. 
The Congregational churches number 
5,548 with 928,558 members. The 
Christian churches number 950 with 
114,136 members.” 

Dr. Sanders and Dr. Coffin believe 
the plan of union “points the way to 
genuine Christian unity among the 
Protestant churches of America.” 


Based on Sane Principles, It Is Said. 


“It is based,” they said, “upon the 
broad, sane principles that every de- 
nomination should be free to preserve 
the things which it holds especially 
sacred and the ways to which it is pe- 
cullarly accustomed and yet should 
yield sovereignty in the matters which 
are actually of common interest to the 
whole church of Christ. Upon this plat- 
form a very large number of denomi- 
nations might easily unite and Such a 
union might properly be called the 
United Church of Christ in America.” 

Negogations between the Congrega- 
tional and Christian churches have been 
in process for some time and pre- 
liminary proposals for union have been 
approved by the governing bodies of 
each. 

Each to Retain Own Form. 


The ground on which they are meet- 
ing is “the recognition by each group 
that the other is constituted of the 
followers of Jesus Christ and that each 
individual church and each group of 
churches shall be free to retain and 
develop its own form’ of religious ex- 
pression.” 

The National Congregational Council 
holds its next meeting in May in 
Detroit, while the next regular session 
of the general Christian convention 
will probably be held next October. 

It is hoped, the announcement said, 
that if the Congregationalists approve 
the merger at Detroit they will ad- 
journ to meet coincidentally with the 
Christian body in October, when the 
union would be formed.

ROTHSTEIN DELAY ASKED

New York, Dec. 20-—The phantom

Maintaining utmost secrecy, they re- 
fused to affirm or deny the reports of 
the woman operator's arrest. She was 
said to have been apprehended in De- 
troit, and to be a close friend of the 
mysterious “Ma, Allen,’”” to whom the 
$5,000,000 worth of opium, concealed in 
eight of nine crates labeled scrubbing 
brushes, was consigned. 


Unger Claim Assailed. 


Meanwhile, United States Attorney 
Charles H. Tuttle, personally heading, 
in this area, the campaign against the 
narcotic smugglers thought to have 
been financed by Rothstein, gained an 
important point in the trial of Joseph 
Unger, charged with being head of the 
ring, before Federal Judge Francis A. 
Winslow. Unger'’s claim’ that his ar- 
rest was a mistake on the part of the 
Federal agents, was the objective of 
Tuttle’s attack. He produced John G.

BOLIVA-PARAGUIY 
PLEDGES EXPECTED 


Acceptances of Conciliation 
Awaited as Pan-American 
Parley Marks Time. 


MEDIATION PLAN WAITS 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

Solemn pledges to cease all further 
war preparations, to resume diplomatic 
relations and to abide by the plan of 
conciliation which the Pan-American 
Conference will initiate are now ex- 
pected from both Bolivia and Paraguay 
and assurances to this effect may reach 
the conference today or tomorrow. A 
protocol providing for the creating of 
suitable machinery to adjust the dis- 
pute to the satisfaction of both coun- 
tries hag been suggested to both gov- 
ernments and favorable replies are ex- 
pected. 


Thus, the threatened war is now re- 
garded as definitely snuffed out. There 
remains only the choice of the best 
means of bringing Bolivia and Paraguay 
to the point where they will, figura- 
tively, shake hands and start anew on 
the road to friendship and peace. 


Frowned on by Kellogg. 


There is still doubt as to the form of 
the agency or commission to take 
charge of the anticipated adjustment 
of differences arising out of the Fort 
Vanguardia clash, and Secretary ol 
State Kellogg has discouraged the sug- 
gestion that he be asked to assume 
leadership in naming the commission 
or setting up the peace machinery, But 
there is still strong support for the idea, 
which was discussed by the special com- 
mittee of the conference on Wednesdags 
and which would have resulted in plac- 
ing the dispute under Mr. Kellogg's 
leadership, so far as adjustment is con- 
cerned, if the Secretary had not 
frowned upon the plan. 

Mr. Kellogg is understood to have 
taken the position that the Pan-Ameri- 
can Conference, rather than the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, should 
receive the, responsibility of carrying 
out the work incident to the proffer 
of good offices by the conference to 
Bolivia and Paraguay. The plan sug- 
gested by the special committee prac- 
tically would have made Mr. Kellogg, 
in his role as Secretary of State, the 
arbiter in the dispute. The effect of 


this would have been, it is explained, | 


to give the United States Government 
the role of arbiter, at least so far as 
setting up the proper machinery is 
concerned. 


Effect of Plan Doubtful. 


From the standpoint of practical re- 
sults this might have been advan- 
tageous, it !s conceded, but the effect 
on Latin-American opinion might have 
been questionable. Consequently, Sec- 
retary Kellogg has explained to the 
delegates that he is ready and willing 
to do whatever he can in his role 
chairman of the conference to 
the cause of conciliation in this mat- 
ter, but that. he will expect the con- 
ference to direct him as to what the 
desires of the various countries may be. 

No sessions of 
held yesterday, as word is being awaited 
from Paraguay and Bolivia. The sub- 
committee of the committee on concili- 
ation has begun the formulation of 
plans for the drafting of a conven- 
tion to be submitted to the confer- 
ence, and the committee on arbitra- 
tion of the conference has also made 
progress in getting its share of the 
work under way.

Experts Study Standard 
Robustness Needed for 
Plant Workers.

ONE URGES ABOLISHMENT 


(Associated Press.) 


Health hazards in commercial use of 
radium, such as the work of painting 
luminous watch dials, were studied here }|* 


yesterday by 75 scientists and industrial 
officials, who rec.mmended appoint- 
ment of committees to determine what 
the standard of robustness should be 
for a radium worker, and to codify and 
distribute the information. 

The conference was called by Sur- 
geon General Cumming, of the Public 
Health Service, to determine a program 
by which his officers may attack this 
mewest medical problem of industry. 


One suggestion of the conference 
was that the Public Health Service in- 
vestigate the medical history of the en- 
tire group of persons in New York City 
who have worked at luminous dial 
Painting. The other motion recom- 
mended that the Surgeon General ap- 
point committees to report on the 
character of health to be required of 

rsons who work at dial. illuminizing 

nd also on tests which might be used 
to determine this robustness. The com- 
mittee likeise would study the best 
methods of applying luminous paint. 


Urged Use Be Discontinued. 


The conference adopted these sug- 
gestions after Dr. Ethelbert Steward, 
commissioner of labor statistics, urged 
that commercial use of radium be dis- 
continued entirely. He declared seven 
or eight persons had died as a result 
of working with luminous paint con- 
taining radium; that five were under 
observation for suspected radium pois- 
oning, and that eighteen others had 
shown “radium activity” or some il) ef- 
fects. All of this, he asserted, was “for 
a fad.” 

Outlining the Bureau of Statistics’ 
investigations which led to discontinu- 
“nce of white (and yellcw) phosphorus 
in the making of matches and in the 
making of a certain type of fireworks. 
Dr. Stewart said his bureau was in- 
terested solely in * commercial phaces 
of the material investigated and that 
his interest was the same in radium. 
He declared that this was entirely 
apart from the medicinal uses of 
radium. 


All Exposed, He Declares. 


“ADY one who comes in contact with 
radii. in commercial uses for any 
legit of timd,” ‘ne/insisted, “Is ex- 
posea to a health hazard. I. don’t need 
to argue that the luminous watch and 
clock are purely a fad. Is there enough 
utility in this to pay for what it has 
already cost?” 

Dr. A. B. Moore, dear of science at 
Purdue University, contended that “if 
we shut down all the industries in- 
volving a health hazard we should shut 
roibge every metal mine in the coun- 
i Paps 

He argued, moreover, that there was 
doubt as to the real cause of some 
deaths attributed to commercial uses 
of radium. In former years when less 
was known of radium, he said, he had 
experimented with it in the Bureau of 
Mines, worked with it constantly, even 
drank water containing it, because he 
thought this would cure rheumatism, 
and was “still very much here.”

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TREATY AND NAVAL 
MEASURE PUT ASIDE 


Both Are Made Unfinished 
Business After Recess 
for Christmas. 


PACT ADVOCATES HOPEFUL 


(Associated Press.) 

The two major proposals of Presi- 
den’ Coolidge’s concluding program, 
the cruiser construction bill and the 
Kellogg treaty to renounce war, will 
share the attention of the Senate after 
the Christmas recess under an agree- 
ment reached yesterday. 

The agreement stipulates that the 
Senate, upon reconvening on January 
3 from the holiday recess, shall con- 
sider both the Kellogg pact and the 
House bill to provide for fifteen new 
cruisers the unfinished business, with 
each proposal on an equal footing. 

Chairman Borah of the foreign re- 
lations committee, who ts sponsoring 
the peace pact, submitted the double- 
barreled proposal. It received the 
necessary unanimous consent after op- 
ponents of the naval bill had success- 
fully filibustered a second attempt by 
Chairman Hale of the naval commit- 
tee to get the crulser measure up for 
immediate consideration. 


Advocates Are Confident. 


Confident that they have the votes 
to push the treaty to a vote ahead of 
the naval construction measure, Sen- 
ator Borah and the treaty advocates 
declared the compromise a victory. 
They were laying plans last night to 
muster forces to accomplish that end 
when the fight is resumed after the 
holidays.

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NEW U.S, PACT TOPIC 
IN LONDON COMMONS 


Britain, Chamberlain Reveals, 
Is Considering Arbitra- 
tion Treaty. 


“LITTLE CLOUD” IS CITED 


London, Dec. 20 (A.P.).—Possibility of 
@ new arbitration treaty between the 
United States and England received 
official attention in the House of Com- 
mons today just before that body ad- 
journed for the Christmas recess. The 
attention was of the non-committal 


sort, however, and merely indicated 
that such a@ pact, the subject of some 
prior discussion at both Washington 
and London, was receiving some con- 
sideration. 

The discussion followed upon ques- 
tioning of Sir Austen Chamberlain by 
Liberal members with reference to 
evacuation of the Rhineland, Anglo- 
American relations, and relations with 
the Soviet, \ 

Referring to Anglo-American rela- 
tions, Sir Austen said he profoundly 
regretted that a little cloud had come 
over them recently, but he refused to 
believe that between two nations both 
so peacefully minded and so friendly 
to each other these passing differences 
would create any permanent disturb- 
ance of relations. 


Careful Inquiry Made, He Says. 


He then referred to the arbitration 
treaty and said that his Majesty's 
government had made a very careful 
inquiry and consideration of the very 
large issues involved but had not yet 
reached a conclusion which enabled it 
to proceed further in negotiations with 
the United States government. 

The foreign minister explained that 
he had desired the old arbitration 
treaty extended to cover the time 
needed for consideration of the new 
proposals which, he said, had come as 
& surprise, since he had been informed 
previously the American government 
intended no change but merely a re- 
newal of the old treaty. 

“Let us never forget,” he sald, “that 
there is another and very relevant 
treaty still in force, namely, the Bryan-

Cites Kellogg Proposal. 


“In any case,” he continued, “before

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PAVING THE WAY FOR NICARAGUA. 


The Senate has Vefore it a resolution offered 
by Mr. Edge, calling for a complete survey of 
the proposed Nicaraguan Canal. New shipping 
facilities Central America are not 
needed immediately, but the problem is one 
that should have attention to clear the way for 
future development. 

Increases in traffic through the Panama 
Canal have exceeded all estimates. In 1915 
only 1,075 ships carrying 4,888,454 tons of 
cargo passed through the canal. By 1928 the 
number of ships had increased to 6,456 and 
the tonnage to 29,630,709, an increase of more 
than 500 per cent. However, the present traf- 
fic is only 45 to 50 per cent of the canal’s 
capacity. At the present time the Government 
is spending approximately $12,000,000 on the 
Alhajuela project to increase the water supply 
of the canal. Its capacity can be further in- 
creased by nearly 70 per cent by the installa- 
tion of a third set of locks. These improve- 
ments with some additional dredging work at 
a total cost of from $125,000,000 to $150,000,- 
000 will increase the capacity of the canal to 
100,000,000 tons per year. 

It can not be expected that shipping through 
the canal will increase as fast during the next 
10 years as it has in the past decade. With 
the improvements contemplated the present 
canal will serve the needs of the world for 
many years to come. The United States need 
not invest in a new interoceanic route as long 
as the present facilities are adequate, 

‘However, this does not alter the fact that 
the Nicaraguan Canal is an economic necessity 
of the future. It is perhaps safe to assume 
that the capacity of the Panama Canal will be 
reached before 1960. The United States should 
be ready with the Nicaraguan Canal before 
that time. 

The United States has paid Nicaragua 
$3,000,000 for the right to construct the canal 
and establish necessary naval bases for its 
protection. The recent visit of President-elect 
Hoover brought out the fact that both Presi- 
dent Diaz and President-elect Moncada are in 
favor of the project. They are urging that 
their country contribute to building the canal, 
on the ground that it would be economically 
advantageous to Nicaragua. 

Construction of the canal involves the con- 
sent of Honduras and Costa Rica. The diplo- 
matic phase of the problem may take years to 
iron out. Now is the most propitious time to 
begin this work. Since the canal is an economic 
necessity of the future, and since the United 
States could not countenance its construction 
by another nation, the Government can not 
begin too soon to pave the way for its ultimate 
completion. Actual construction of the project 
would require a number of years. The Senate 
can well afford to begin collecting up-to-date 
data, and the Government should take ad- 
vantage of this favorable time for eliminating 
international difficulties in the way of the 
project. 
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PRISON LABOR PRODUCTS. 


At the joint demand of manufacturers and 
Organized labor the Senate has passed the bill 
divesting goods manufactured with prison la- 
bor of their interstate character. Amendments 
to the measure since it was passed by the 
House make it necessary that it go to con- 
ference. If the bill becomes a law it will make 
aajustment of one economic difficulty possible, 
but will create at the same time a most dis- 
couraging situation for corrective penal in- 
stitutions. 

The bill will permit any State to adopt laws 
forbidding or regulating sale within its borders 
of commodities manufactured in the prisons of 
other States. The State governments now 
have, of course, authority to regulate the out- 
put of their own prisons. The measure would 
give them complete control of prison-made 
goods, which means that such articles will be 
confined to much smaller markets. 

Manufacturers have been interested in cur- 
tailing prison-manufactured goods because 
they cut into the commercial market. Labor 
organizations have fought prison factories on 
the ground that they tend to lower wages. The 
measure passed by the Senate means that each 
State will shut out the prison products of. all 
other States, and will not allow expansion of 
prison markets within,their own borders. Di- 
rect competition between prisoners and private 
interests is very seldom permitted. 

If the bil\becomes a law then, it will tend 
to.relegate prisoners to their former condition 
of idleness. Of course in many States they 
have never emerged from this deplorable con- 
dition. But the more progressive States have 
provided some means whereby prisoners could 
profitably occupy their time. 

‘Modern thought deals more with rehabilita- 
tion of prisoners than with punishment. Pos- 
sibly idleness is the worst punishment, but it 
-isecostly to taxpayers, and it turns back to 
gociety prisoners who have been schooled in 
criminal methods rather than in some means 

. of. making an honest living. If prisons are to 
a ; become corrective institutions rather than 
> ‘hdunts for the breeding of crime, the inmates 
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must be given work that will occupy their 
time, enable them to learn a trade, and to pro- 
vide for their families while incarcerated. This 
is perhaps a more serious problem than the 
avoidance of competition between prison and 
free labor. 3

THE MERGER PROJECT. 

It is rumored that the street car companies 
xre willing to make certain concessions in 
the merger proposal now before Congress in 
the interest of getting it through before ad- 


journment. They should make concessions.

As Dr. Maltbie pointed out in his analysis of 
the merger plan, consolidation would benefit 
the companies as much as, if not more, than 
the public, and although Congress is willing 
to go very far in order to secure an agree- 
ment equitable to both companies and pub- 
lic, it can not be expected to fix valuations 
when it has no means of knowing whether 
the figures are right or wrong. 

The street railways have fared well in Wash- 
ington. There has not been a continual agi- 
tation for municipal ownership, such as has 
been evident in other cities, and the Public 
Utilities Commission always has indicated a 
willingness to be fair. There is no reason to 
believe that the harmonious relationship that 
always has existed between companies and 
public and between utilities commission and 
companies would be interrupted or broken by 
unification., The companies have no reason 
to fear the utilities commission or the courts. 

Congress will have’its hands full after the 
recess. If merger is to be attained, the pro- 
posal upon which it is based will have to be 
a fair agreement. There will be mo time for 
squabbling over details, particularly details 
that are not important. In drafting their 
report for the Senate District committee, in 
reply to the merger agreement reports, the 
companies will do well to rely upon the sense 
of justice of Congress, the utilities commis- 
sion, and the courts. It is not necessary for 
merger purposes to fix any valuation by law. 


KING GEORGE RECOVERING. 

Thesclosing sentence in the statement issued 
by King George’s physicians yesterday gives 
ground for confidence that he is on the road 
to convalescence. ‘‘We are happy to state,” 
said the bulletin, “‘that the king’s progress is 
now established on a firmer basis,’’ and so 
definite and ‘reassuring are these words as 
compared with those that appeared in preced- 
ing bulletins that the British public and the 
world in general read from them the fact that 
the critical stage of the king’s illness is past. 
Englishmen the world over will rejoice, and 
Americans are happy to add their felicitations. 

For more than a month tbe king bas been 
struggling desperately for his life. On Armis- 
tice Day he participated in the ceremonies 
honoring Great Britain’s Unknown Soldier and 
was exposed to acold rain. A week or so later 
he was forced to take to his bed, and almost 
immediately it became apparent that his ill- 
ness was serious. The ablest physicians of 
England were called into consultation, one of 
them taking up his residence in the palace 
to be ever near his royal patient. The British 
empire followed with deep anxiety the king’s 
struggle for life. 

Yesterday’s bulletin was received with re- 
lief throughout the world. The British empire 
is looking forward to a merry Christmas, and 
all nations are glad that King George has been 
spared. 


MR. SONNECK’S BEQUEST. 

The bequest is just announced of $5,000 to 
the Library of Congress by the late Oscar G. 
Sonneck, from 1902 until 1917 chief of its 
division of music, a very unusual tribute to a 
governmental institution. The money, under 
the terms of Mr. Sonneck’s will, is to be used 
for the purchase of an original manuscript of 
Bach, Handel, Haydn, Mozart, or Beethoven. 
In addition to this gift, Mr. Sonneck, who has 
put his residuary estate in trust for the bene- 
fit of his immediate relatives, has left to the 
library a share in it, to become available at 
the termination of the trust when the personal 
beneficiaries shall have deceased, 

During Mr. Sonneck’s connection with the 
library he organized its music section into an 
effective division, and built up a collection 
which, under his hand, came to have a world- 
wide reputation, not only as one of the largest 
in existence, but also because of its scholarly 
content. While engaged in this constructive 
work, he produced a series of printed cata- 
logues and monographs to which he brought 
expert knowledge, prodigious industry, and 
unflagging enthusiasm. There is probably no 
center of musicology which, bibliographically, 
is without obligation to him. For the Library 
of Congress, the results of Mr. Sonneck’s 
achievements were far-reaching. Upon the 
foundations laid by him rests, in a sense, the 
musical foundation recently established by 
Mrs. Elizabeth Sprague Coolidge for the bene- 
fit of the music division; and the Coolidge 
Foundation, in turn, has led to other endow- 
ments of the library, and to the creation of 
the Library of Congress Trust Fund Board. 

As secretary of the Beethoven Association, 
Mr. Sonneck took part in securing the action 
which resulted in the association’s annual gift 
to the library of a sum of money for the pur- 
chase of rare editions or manuscripts. Mr. 
Sonneck’s bequest is, by his direction, to have 
a similar use. 

Other previous governmental officials may 
have bequeathed money to the use of the Gov- 
ernment, but after careful searching no record 
of a bequest of the kind has been found, 
excepting one by the late Dr. Immanuel M. 
Casanowicz to the Smithsonian Institution. 


GUARDING AGAINST UNEMPLOYMENT. 


The necessity for a Government fund to be 
used for construction of public projects in 
times of unemployment, as suggested recently 
in the name of President-elect Hoover, would 
not be necessary if all the corporations of the 
country were giving the problem the same 
serious study as are the railroads. Accom- 
plishments of the warriers in stabilizing their 
personnel have been reported to the Senate 
committee investigating the extenf of unem- 
ployment and methods of relief by President 
Willard of the Baltimore & Ohio. 

A committee of railroad executives was 
named by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 


| Sion. to study the unemployment. situation. 
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Little attention had been given to the coming 


and going of workers. The commission ap- 
proached the problem with a scientific view- 
point and made excellent progress. A turn- 
over of workers ranging from,\20 to 25 per 
cent in 1923 has been reduced to 10 per cent. 

Raflroad executives suspended construction 
work in prosperous times whenever possible. 
Men were then transferred from one division 
of work to another in dull times. Mr. Willard 
said that much yet can be accomplished. If 
results similar to those obtained by the rail- 
roads could be brought about by other great 
industries in this country, a large proportion 
of those who: want steady employment could 
find it. 

Development of machinery which makes it 
possible for one man to do the work formerly 
done by several is responsible for the shortage 
of employment. Mr. Willard says that society 
must recognize this fact and that the social 
group which is benefited by mass production 
must bear the loss during periods of transition. 
He clearly pointed out that railroad executives 
recognize this responsibility. 


BOLIVIA AND PERU. 
In a recent letter to The Post Mr. Horace 
G. Knowles, former Minister to Bolivia, called 
attention to the territorial losess suffered by 


Bolivia, and suggested that bitter experience 
made it natural for Bolivia to view with appre- 
hension and alarm the threatened invasion of 
her territory. In the course of his letter Mr. 
Knowles stated that “in a boundary dispute 
settlement, Peru sliced off a large piece of 
the northwestern corner” of Bolivia. 

The impression might be conveyed by this 
remark that Peru had seized Bolivian terri- 
tory, or had coerced that country into yield- 
ing to an unjust boundary settlement. But 
this is not the case. The boundary dispute 
between Peru and Bolivia was submitted to 
arbitration, with Argentina as the arbitrator, 
in 1902, and the arbitral award was made by 
President Alcorta of Argentina on July 9, 
1909. Bolivia did fit to accept this 
award, although the treaty providing for arbi- 
tration stipulated that the object was to ob- 
tain a definite and unappealable award, Ar- 
gentina was incensed, and broke off diplomatic 
relations with Bolivia. The Bolivian public 
was excited, and there was talk of war with 
Peru, but better counsels prevailed,

THE SUBMETER GRAFTI. 
With the question submeters 
promising to become of importance in Wash- 
ington, there jis more than interest 
in hearings now the 
Public Service Commission of New York City 
having to do.with the same subject. The sub- 
metering system involves essentially a master 
meter owned by a concessionaire of a public 
building or apartment owner, or 
himself, upon which is registered at the whole

The owner places individual meters in each 
office or apartment, upon which are registered 
the current consumed by each tenant, and the 
latter is billed at rates sometimes higher than 
the legal retail rate. The difference between 
the cost of electricity that 
charged to the consumer represents pure profit 
to the meter owner. 

During the hearings New York it 
veloped that one submeter corporation, owned 
by three individuals, did a gross business in 
one year of $800,000, of which $85,000 was 
paid to the owners of the properties for the 
concession, $30,000 was charged to expenses, 
and $45,000 represented net profit to the cor- 
poration. Many similar companies have been 
operating in New York for years. Counsel 
for the submetering concerns defended them 
before the commission on the ground that 
they were of service to the community in pro- 
tecting property owners and tenants from the 
“aggression” of public utility companies, add- 
ing that opposition to them constituted ‘‘just 
another attempt on the part of the electric 
power utilities to insure themselves an even 
bigger profit than that possible under sub- 
metering.” 

The submetering system, in effect, estab- 
lishes a middleman in the marketing process 
of electric current. ‘Theoretically, he obtains 
his profit from the spread that exists between 
wholesale and retail rates for current. He 
does no work, however, to earn this profit 
that is not voluntarily assumed by the utility 
company, nor does the fact that he undertakes 
to read each month a certain number of meters 
enable the company to reduce the staff that 
it provides for this purpose. But most im- 
portant is the fact that, where a service at 
cost-plus rate is in effect, the submeterer 
stands in the way of rate reductions. 

The submeterer makes no defense of the 
assertion that he takes a profit that other- 
wise would go to the company. In Wash- 
ington, the earnings of the company in excess 
of a certain percentage are impounded to be 
utilized ultimately for rate reductions, and 
for the ‘ast three or four years Washington 
consumers have received rate reductions. If 
part of the profits earned by the producing 
company had been diverted into the pockets 
of submeterers, the rate reductions could not 
have been as great. 

There is no economic justification for sub- 
metering. The Public Utility Commission 
should stand firm against submeterers.

Army Pilots Report Dropping 


Notes to Searching Party 
and at Deserted Boat. 


WARN THRILL - SEEKERS 


San Francisco, Calif., Dec. 20 (A.P.). 
Hope that Mr. and Mrs. Glenn Hyde, 
missin_ explorers of the Colorado River 
in Arizona, might yet be found, was re- 
newed in Army circles here tonight as 
an optimistic report was received at 
Ninth Corps Area headquarters from 
fliers conducting a search. 

Maj. Gen. John L. Hines, area com- 
mander, received the report from Maj. 
M. F. Harmon, jr., commander of March 
Field, Riverside. It led to the suppo- 
sition that the Hydes might have tried 


to find their way out of Diamond Can- 
yon and that searchers on land may 
find some trace of them within 24 
hours. 

The radio message to Gen. Hines 
said: 

“Lieuts. W. G. Plummer and J. G. 
Adams, returned to this station at 1 p. 
m. this date. A party of three men, be- 
lieved to be a searching party, was lo- 
cated at a point fourteer miles up the 
river from the stranded boat at the 
mouth of Diamond Canyon. 

“Lieut. Adams dropped a message to 
this searching party, directing them to 
where the boat could be found and 
gave all other available information. 
He also dropped a message to the boat 
farther down the river advising of the 
development of the situation up to 
that time. No further information 
other than wired your headquarters 
yesterday.” 

From this it was deduced ~ that 
searching parties may be wotking the 
point where Diamond Canyon and the 
Colorado Canyon meet. Diamond Can- 
yon is 22 miles northeast of Peach 
Springs on the Atlantic & Pacific Rail- 
way and 132 miles down the river from 
El Tovar Hotel, where the Hydes started 
out. 

The fact the boat was intact with 
its contents aided the supposition that 
the explorers may have been seeking a 
way out after deciding further naviga- 
tion was impracticable. 

The scene of the search today is vir- 
tually that at which three men of the 
Powell expedition in 1869 were lost. 
Kolb, the only living man who has 
twice traversed the river, and the navi- 
gator for the Birdseye-Larue expedi- 
tion, said that he thought the Hydes 
might be found under the canyon rim 
near the wrec*xed scow. It was also be- 
lieved that the pair may have been 
swept to their deaths by the torrent. 

In the meantime, national park offi- 
clals here issued formal warnings to 
“thrill seekers” to avoid future naviga- 
tion of the Colorado River. 

Fearing that the Army planes might 
be uMable to drop messages to the 
Francy party, park officials today held 
Indian runners in readiness to attempt 
to reach the group before it passed 
Diamond Creek. 

Indians also joined in the search at 


‘the canyon rim for clews to the where-— 


abouts of the Hydes. 


Bandits Fail to Wreck 
Supposed ‘Money’ Train 


Louisville, Ky., Dec. 20 (A.P.).— 
What appeared to have been an at- 
tempt by bandits to wreck Pennsyl- 
vania passenger train No. 306 between 
Indianapoli§é and Louisville was re- 
vealed to police here today by Jacob 
Sehr, member of the train crew. As the 
train was nearing Whiteland, Ind., ac- 
cording to Sehr, he saw the signal light 
flash from green to red. Brakes were 
applied immediately. 

According to Sehr, examination re- 
vealed thet the switch lock had been 
broken. He said an automobile, parked 
nearby, moved off immediately after 
the incident. The train was reported 
to be bringing $4,000,000 in cash to 
Louisville from Chicago, but had been 
divided at Indianapolis, the other sec- 
tion carrying the money. 


Three Students Drowned 
Under Capsized Auto 


Nunica, Mich., Dec. 20 (A.P.).—Three 
Albion College students were drowned 
this afternoon when their automobile 
skidded and plunged into a drainage 
ditch 3 miles east of here. The dead 
are: Norman Campbell, 21, Muskegon 
Heights; Stephen Leighton, 20, .White 
Hall, and Ralph J. Doolittle, 21, Te- 
konsha, Mich. 

The accident occurred, it is believed, 
when the car went off the pavement 
in a blinding snowstorm and crashed 
through the railing of a bridge. The 
automobile overturned, imprisoning the 
occupants and holding them under 
about 2 feet of water.

Way in Spring for 50- 
Story Office Building.

New York, Dec, 20 (A. P.).—The Wal- 
dorf-Astoria Hotel, on Fifth avenue, 
which has housed several Presidents 
of the United States, and royalty on 
their visits to New York, and has been 
the scene of many noted ceremonial 
dinners, is to be torn down next sum- 
mer and replaced by a 50-story office 
structure.

West Point’s eligibility rules in foot- 
ball, which kept the Army from meet- 
ing Navy this year on the gridiron, were 
criticized here last night by Repre- 
sentative Hamilton Fish, jr., as “un- 
democratic and unsportsmanlike.” 

The criticism, made by the one-time 
all-American Harvard tackle at the 
Eastman College football dinner, was 
coupled with the hope that West Point 
“would step down” from its position 
and permit the two service teams to re- 
sume their annual football game. 

“The Navy has adopted the three- 
year rule along with other colleges,” 
said Mr. Fish, “and was able this year 
to defeat Princeton and Pennsylvania 
two of the strongest teams in the East 
The Navy football authorities have gen- 
erously offered to play West Point if 
the Army will adopt a four-year rule 
This would still leave a big advantage 
to the Army, as the Navy would con- 
tinue to abide by the three-year rule. 

“The Navy is absolutely right in re- 
fusing to continue to play West Point 
as long as the Army insists on a slx- 
year rule.”

Plans Boxing 
“College”’ 


Tunney’s Trainer Is 
Associated With 
New Venture. 


Leonard Recalls Old 


Ketchell Fight at 
‘Same Gym. 


By BENNY LEONARD 
(Retired Undefeated Lightweight 
Champion of the World). 

EW YORK, Dec. 20.—The an- 

N nouncement that Jimmy De For- 

est and Lou Fink, two of the 
best Known trainers of boxers in 
the world today, are to be associated 
with Charlie Doesserick in the conduct- 
ing of a great new gymnasium in the 
heart of New York City is of special in- 
terest to me. While there are plenty 
of gyms in New York City there always 
has been, to my mind, a crying need 
for a first-class, up-to-date institution 
where the young boxers can learn the 
real art of boxing. 
I have watched the youngsters train 
>» Stillman’s, in the St. Nicholas and 
at various other public gyms here, and 
I always have been impressed with the 
fact that there was something lacking. 

This something was competent instruc- 
tion for the youngster starting out in 
the boxing gamio. 

_I remember when I was a kid knock- 
ing around in the gymnasium; and I 
also remember that here and there I 
would pick up some good pointers from 
this or that star fighter; or some wise 
old-timer would be on hand to call me 
down for this fault or that, and would 
point out how to correct it. All of 
which came under the head of learning. 


Besides this, of course, I had my 
own trainer later on. But nowa- 
days I have seen the young lads in 
there trying to teach themselves, 


trying to learn, just by going 
through motions that they saw 
others going through, and maybe 
half the time these others didn’t 
Know any more than the boys who 
were copying them. 


But now, according to what De For- 
est tells me, all this will be changed. 
It is his plan, he says, to teach the 
kids the finer points of the game. Both 
De Forest and Fink trained heavy- 
weight champions. De Forest, during 
the 45 or so years that he has been con- 
nected with the boxing game, has been 
associated with many a champion, has 
trained many a world’s champion, in- 
cluding the greatest of them all, Jack 
Dempsey. 

Fink trained Gene Tunney in his 
campaign for the world’s heavyweight 
championship and continued to train 
him during his reign as champion until 
Gene retired. So on the records, these 
fellows ought to know their business. 

De Forest plans to encourage “new 
blood” in boxing. This is something 
that is needed. 

“I’m going to run a ‘College of Box- 
ing’ in connection with the gymna- 
sium.” said Jimmy, “and teach the 
youngsters the right way to box. I'll 
show them how to hit and how to 
block. Every week it is my plan to 
hold what I call tryouts, these will be 
boxing bouts among the younsters to 
see how they are getting along. May- 
be I'll be able to cull a heavyweight 
champion out of the lot. Or maybe 
even a lightweight champion, a second 
Leonard,” and he chuckled. “Who 
knows?” he added rather wistfully. 

“T’ll bite, Jimmy—who does know?” 

The site of this new gymnasium is 
the old Amsterdam Hall in West Forty- 
fourth street which used to house the 
old National Sporting Club. I remem- 
ber the place well. I used to sneak in 
to see the fights there early in my 
career as a boxer—yes, even before I 
began my career as a battler. I'll never 
forget one fight I saw there. It was 
between Willie Lewis and Stanley Ket- 
chel, the middleweight champion. I 
was a kid 14 years old at the time and 
Willie Lewis was one of my idols. He 
was sm New Yorker and I had a great 
native pride in him. 


Willie had been a great card 
around here and how he could 
“trim a sucker.” He’d look like a 
champion against a third rater and 
I guess that was what made him 
appear so great in my eyes. 


But what @ sorry showing he made 
against the great Ketchel! I remember 
the house was packed. The galleries 
looked as if they were ready to cave in 
under their load. There was standing 
room only. 

Right from the start I realized why 
Ketchel was the world’s champion. He 
sailed into Lewis and the wallops that 
he landed actually made me wince. 
Lewis was game and clever, but he was 
a toy in the hands of Ketchel. Willie 
managed to last through the first 
round, but in the second he realized 
that he didn’t have a chance with the 
champion. And so, backed into a 
neutral corner, Willie deliberately stuck 
out his chin and a second later, he was 
out —Ketchel shot a right to the jaw 
that ended it. There were a few who 
thought Lewis wasn’t game that night, 
but it was one of the gamest things I 
ever saw a fellow do. 

Willie didn’t want to quit and yet 
he knew it was a matter of only sec- 
onds before Ketchel would get him. He 
was being terribly hurt with each 
punch that Stanley landel, anc he was 
landing often. And so Lewis took the 
one punch that put him out. That 
was back in 1910, and was Ketchel’s 
second last fight. He knocked out 
Jim Smith after that, and a little 
while later was shot in the back and 
killed. 


Another fight that I recall was 
the one in which little Knockout 
Brown sprang one of the biggest 
surprises of the ring by outboxin;- 
Abe Attell in ten rounds, Little 
“Kayo” was known only as a slug- 
ger, and a southpaw at that, while 
Attell was rated among the clever- 
est of boxers. 


Attell figured to cut ‘the boy to 
pieces, but instead Brown did all the 
cutting. He cut loose right at the 
start and chased Attell all over the 
ring, and at the finish there wasn’t 
@ person in the place who didn’t pro- 
claizn the kid the winner. 

That was in 1912, and I had begun 
boxing a bit myself,

TILDEN GIVEN 
REASON TO 
SMILE 


Had Perfect Right to 
Laugh Out Loud, 
After Meeting.

EW YORK, Dec. 20 (U. P.).— 

Small wonder Bill Tilden emerged 

from his conference with the 
amateur rules committee of the United 
States Lawn Tennis Association looking 
like the cat that ate the canary. 

Having been barred for a brief period 
during which no tennis was played any- 
way, “Big Bill” is to be reinstated 
within three weeks, in time to permit 
him to participate in the exhibition 
matches of the winter as a tune-up for 
his spring campaign. 

“Tilden was smiling when he left 
the meeting,” according to the re- 
porters. The wonger is that he didn’t 
laugh right out 16ud. 

If it were not for the fact that the 
Tilden case constitutes an example for 
other so-called amateurs, it would be 
laughable indeed for all concerned. 

Here is a man who. has repeatedly 
skirted the border line of professional- 
ism, flouted the rules and flaunted his 
defiance of all and sundry for as many 
years as he was champion. .Much has 
been sald about Tilden’s contribution 
to the game of tennis, 


Yet aside from his undentable 
skill with a racquet, his example 
was hardiv such as to commend it- 
self to the youngsters who looked 
up to him as the leading exponent 
of the game. 


Things finally reached a pass where 
lawn tennis officials had either to ad- 
mit that Tilden, as he apparently be- 
lieved, bigger than the game it- 
self, or else discipline him, 

A faction in the United States Lawn 
Tennis Assoctation which had tired of 
“Big Bill's” high-handed measures 
finally seized upon the concrete fact of 
his deliberate violation of the amateur 
code in writing of the Wimbledon tour- 
nament while participating therein, 
and had Tilden suspended. 

It was remarked at the time that 
Bill was not declared a_ professional. 
This would have turned him over to 
the enemy—Richards, Kozeluh & Co.— 
since Tilden then could not have been 
reinstated within three years.

Report Favors Uniting Shop, 
Garage and Car Work 
in New Building. 


APPROPRIATION AT ONCE 
OF $175,000 ADVOCATED 


Tennis Courts, Now on Pro- 
posed Site, Would Be 
Moved Elsewhere. 


Immediate development of a consoli- 
dated shop, garage an’ automobile 
servicing center for the District gov- 
ernment at Second and Bryant streets 


northwest was recommended in a re- 
port submitted by the United States 
Bureau of Efficiency yesterday to tne 
District Commissioners. 

The bureau’s plan calls for immedi- 
ate appropriation of $175,000 for the 
erection of new buildings, although 
apace in the old pumping station would 
be utilized for some of the work to be 
done in the proposed engineering de- 
partment center. 

The District automobile repair shop, 
now at Second and Bryant streets, 
would be expanded by the erection of a 
new building on land owned by the 
District immediately to the west of the 
shop.* This building would be a one- 
story fireproof structure, designed for 
the addition of one or more stories 
later, and would cost approximately 
$40,000, the bureau said. 


Other Land Held Available. 


Other land now owned by the Dis- 
trict and Federal governments in the 
vicinity should be made available for 
additional buildnigs needed for the 
contemplated center, which would care 
for all machining, carpentering, paint- 
ing, blacksmithing and metal working, 
it is recommended. 

Removal of tennis courts now on a 
plot 150 by 250 feet immediately east 
of the pumping station also is recom- 
mended. The ground would be used 
for a building to house the motor vehi- 
cles and other equipment and stores of 
the highway and trees and parking 
divisions. It is estimated this building 
would cost approximately $135,000. 

The tennis courts, the efficiency bu- 
reau said, could be relocated at McMil- 
lan Park along the boulevard in the 
rear and above the pumping station, 
where, it was said, there is room for 
many more courts than now is provided. 


Laboratory Would Be Transferred. 


The testing laboratory for road. and 
other construction materials now lo- 
cated in the District building would be 
transferred to the Bryant street pump- 
ing station in which space is available. 
Electric current produced in the old 
pumping station, which has been shut 
down and is maintained only as a re- 
serve or emergency unit, would be 
available for the center. 

The consolidation recommended “will 
accomplish economies of personnel, 
equipment, power and space, and ob- 
tain the advantage of central location 
afforded at this point,” the report said. 

Both the work of the highway divi- 
sion now done in the property yards at 
Second and Canal streets southwest and 
the trees and parking division, now ‘lo- 
cated on the grounds of Gallinger Hos- 
pital, should he consolidated with the 
work of the water department, except 
“so far as pertains to motor vehicle 
housing and servicing.” 


Officials to Study Report. 


The servicing of all District motor 
vehicles, the report adds, should be 
done at the Second and‘ Bryant streets 
shop. 

The report, prepared by A. G. 
Thomas, was transmitted to Commis- 
sioner Proctor L. Dougherty by Herbert 
D. Brown, chief of the Efficiency Bureau 
who declared that inquiry had devel- 
oped there would be no opposition from 
the United States engineers or from the 
Park and Planning Commission to re- 
location of the tennis courts as recom- 
mended by the bureau. 

The report will be studied by engineer 
@epartment officials.

CAPPER ASKS SPEED 


TD 


Subcommittee Is Selected to’ 


Visit Sites and Make 
Recommendations. 


EARLY ACTION PROMISED 


The bill to establish a municipal atr- 
port for Washington at Gravelly Point 
will be one of the first matters the 
Senate District committee will act on 
after the Christmas recess, Chairman 


| Capper announced late yesterday. 


In order to expedite action on the 


| bill, Senator Capper appointed a spe- 


cial subcommittee of three to visit 
Gravelly Point and other sites and to 
make a definite recommendation to the 
full committee soon afterward. 

The three senators named to the sub- 
committee were Vandenberg (Republi- 
can), of Michigan, who will be the 
chairman; Sackett (Republican), of 


Kentucky, and King (Democrat) of 
Utah. In announcing his appointment 
of the subcommittee, Senator Capper 
said: 

“There is a very general feeling 
among members of the committee, and 
senators who are not on the commit- 
tee, that Washington, above all other 
cities, ought to have an airport, that 
will rank with the best in the world, 
including the very fine airports of the 
European nations. 

“The National Capital must not be- 
come a mere ‘way station’ or ranch 
line landing in the development of a 
national system of airlines and air- 
ways. This is a matter as vital to the 
Federal executive departments as it 
is to the business interests and resi- 
dents of Washington. 

“Instead of being in a position of 
leadership in the establishment and 
maintenance of a proper airport, the 
National Capital has lagged. The de- 
ficlency must be remedied, and prompt- 
ly. I shall exert the utmost effort, 
personally, to secure legislation during 
the present session of Congress that 
will assure the National Capital an 
adequate airport at tke earliest possible 
date.”

Officer Nichols also quoted 
Kreitzer as saying that he did not Know 
the 45-caliber pistol with which Ryon 
was shot was loaded and that he moved 
Ryon’'s body from his home because his 
wife and children were nervous about 
the presence. of the corpse. 

Ryon was shot in Kreitzer’s house, 
according to witnesses, but the body 
was found in a wood a quarter of a 
mile away. 

Herbert Jones, who accompanied 
Ryon to Kreitzer’s home Tuesday night 
and witnessed the shooting, was ques- 
tioned for the first time yesterday and 
told a story that conformed in detail 
with those told by other witnesses. 
Like the others, he stated that Kreitzer 
shot Ryon after the latter had jok- 
ingly dared Kreitzer to shoot. 

An inquest will be held Thursday 
evening at 8 o’clock in the Fire De- 
partment Hal! at Bowle, 

Funeral services for Ryon will be held 

1:30 o'clock this afternoon at the 
residence of his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
J. W. Ryon, and at the Bowie Metho- 
dist church, Interment will follow in 
Fort Lincoln Cemetery.

Will Open Exercises Slated 
for Sherman Square 


Christmas Eve. 
President Calvin Coolidge will turn 
on the lights of the National Com- 
munity Christmas tree in Sherman 
Square at 8 o’clock on Christmas Eve. 
The ceremony will begin at 7:30 


o’clock, with the United States Marine 
Band giving a concert. The President, 
accompanied by Mrs, Coolidge, is ex- 
pected to arrive at 7:55 o’clock. Com- 
missioner Proctor L. Dougherty will 
introduce the President, who then will 
light the tree by pressing an electric 
button. 

The tree will be more elaborately 
decorated this year than ever before, 
officials of the community center an- 
nounced yesterday. A flare bomb, in 
the form of a brilliant star, will be a 
feature as President Coolidge touches 
the electric button, lighting myriad 
niulticolored globes. 


Youths Get Jail Terms 
Despite Leniency Plea 


Three youths, convicted of stealing a 
clothes-filled satchel, were sentenced to 
serve six months each in the District 
Jail yesterday by Judge Robert E. Mat- 
tingly. Pleading they possessed no 
previous records, the youths asked the 
court not to separate them from their 
families at Christmas time. 


Judge Mattingly ordered an investi- 
gation of the defendants’ records by 
probation authorities, but told the 
youths they would have to stay in jail 
until the investigation was completed. 
The defendants were William Courchen, 
Raymond Turner and Roy Collins. A 
sister of one of the youths stood beside 
her brother and wept hysterically when 
the sentence was pronounced.

Roberts, Utilities Committee 
Member, Who Was Ousted, 
_ Approves Resolution. 


MERGER OF STREET CARS 
URGED BY ASSOCIATION 


Concessions Needed to Bring 
About Consolidation at This 
Session Favored. 


The Conduit Road Citizens Associa- 
tion, meeting last night in the St. Da- 
vid’s Parish Hall, adopted resolutions 
pledging its “full support and coop- 
eration” to Dr. George C. Havenner, 
president of the Federation of Citi- 
zens Associations. It also asked ap- 
proval of the street car merger, with 
concessions if necessary. 

William A. Roberts, member of the 
association, whom Dr. Havenner failed 
to reappoint to the public utilities com- 
mittee of the federation, approved the 
adoption of both resolutions. In a 
brief speech he urged the association 
to support Havenner's administration. 

Roberts said he had been disappoint- 
ed in not being reappointed to the 
utilities committee, but had not in- 
tended to impute dishonest motives to 


said. He further pledged his support to 
the new president of the federation. 

The resolution, introduced by McKin- 
ley W. Kriegh, said: 


Resolution Pledging Support. 


“Whereas, in view of pending mat- 
ters of vital concern to the citizens 
of voteless Washington, this associa- 
tion at its last meting expressed dis- 
approval of the action of the president 
of the Federation of Citizens Associa- 
tions in the matter of an appoint- 
ment to the public utilities commit- 
tee of that body; and, 

“Whereas, reports concerning this 
matter may have caused some citizens 
to believe this association is antag- 
onistic to and out of harmony with 
the new administration of the federa- 
tion: and. 

“Whereas, although reaffirming our 
previous action in that matter, we be- 
lieve his administration of the federa- 
tion will honestly and aggressively rep- 
resent the voteless citizens of Wash- 
ington in matters of vital importance 
to them and to the city; therefore 
be it 


“Confidence of Association.” 
“Resolved, That we hereby pledge to 
Dr. Havenner ana 
for the future full support and coop- 
eration, and hereby give him the con- 
fidence of this association.” 

The second resolution, which dealt 
with the street cur merger, and also re- 
celved Roberts’ approval, was intro- 
duced by Clyde S. Bailey. The resolu- 
tion concluded by saying: “Without 
appearing to vecede from the position 
heretofore taken by this association, we 
respectfully suggest, in order that a 
consolidation shall be effectuated at 
the present session, that, if necessary, 
such concessions or compromises be al- 
lowed as will tend to assure a consoli- 
dation, which concession or compro- 
mises, however, should not 
may be unduly prejudicial to the pub- 
lic interest.’

The two boys met here Wednesday 
afternoon, near the Washingtcn, Balti- 
more & Annapolis Railway Co. terminal, 
after Luray had “skipped” school, 
drawn $2 from his $3 savings account 
in a Baltimore bank, and started out 
in search of a job and the Wray boy 
had been dismissed from a job which 
he said he had held with his family’s 
permission at Riverdale, Md.

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CONGRESS TO MAKE 
PARK COSTS “FAIR 


Federation Is Planning Cam- 
paign to Get Equalization of 
Development Expense. 


73 PER CENT BELIEVED 
EXCESSIVE PROPORTION 


Committee Hears C. W. Eliot 
Tell of Program; Cramp- 
ton Bill Is. Indorsed. 


The Federation of Citizens Associa- 
tions through its committee on city 
planning and parks, will make a drive 
in’ Congress for an adjustment of the 
prevailing diyision of expense in de- 
veloping the program for parks and 
recreation centers and other improve- 
ments. 

Plans for such action were agreed on 
at a meetin gof the federation’s com- 
mittee, held yesterday at the Mayflower 
Hotel, which was addressed by C. W. 
Eliot 3rd, of the National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission. He com- 
mented particularly on plans for the 
urban and open space development, 
other members of the commission hav- 
ing addressed the committee on other 
phases of the program, such as the 
Gravely Point Airport. 

Satisfaction was expressed over the 
bill, sponsored by Representative 
Crampton, providing tor development 
of parks, parkways and recreation cen- 
ters in the District. It is planned, 
however, to have the bill armended so 
that the Federal Government will bear 
more of the expense. The prevailing 
division is 23 per cent for the Federal 
Government and 73 per cent for the 
District. The committee members took 
the view that Congress must be 
educated to the idea that the parks 
and other attractions are national in 
usage. 

In this connection, A, Bush-Brown, - 
member of the committee, declared 
that some steps should be taken in 
regard to the cost of the new District 
building im the triangle area. He 
said the District is to be “forced out” 
of its present quarters, when an addi- 
tion easily could be made for larger 
accommodations. He said that he was 
behind the Government building pro- 
gram, but did not think the District 
should have to bear most of the 
expense. 

Maj. Clayton Emig presided at the 
meeting. He said that the unification 
of transportation and other problems 
would be taken up by the committee,
